Consumer and Producer

the consumer and tend to reduce the 
prices received by the produced—the 
farmer.

A telephone department is forging 
ahead at a very rapid pace since the 
new trunk lines have been completed. 
During the month of February there 
were over 250 new phones installed and 
this month so far the number of ap- 
plications have been averaging about 
ten a day. ; 

In speaking about conditions gener- 
ally in the department, Superintendent 
Cladwell states-that the present growth 
is one of the most accurate barometers 
as to the rapid improvement in the 
conditions of the city, 

The copy for the new directory has 
been approved and is now in the hands 
of the printers who have promised de- 
livery on March 30th. After that date 
the new directories will be delivered 
as rapidly as possible, 

New Directory Larger, 

The directory now in use was issued 
last October and. contained 288 pages 
with 8400 telephones in use, The new 
directory will consist of 826 pages and 


contain $600 phone numbers, an in- 
crease in six months of 1200 new 
phones, 


It is the intention of the management 
to push vigorously the phone business 
this year, Up till the present time it 
has not been possible, with the inade- 
quate facilities, to keep abreast with 
the business but now the department 
for the first time in its history is ina 
position where it can get out after new 
orders, 

The new outfit purchased recently for 
the operating department is being 
placed so that there may be no pos- 
sible chance of another hold up. In 
other words all comers will be given 
prompt attention and phones Installed 
right along up to the full capacity of 
the lines in all districts where the 
trunk lines have been instahled. 

Much Improved Service. 

The business offices of the depart- 
ment have also been remodelled in the 
|recent past, since the removal of the 
jelectric light department, and it is 
now possible to carry on in an up-to- 
date manner the increasing business 
jand at the same time give a much im- 
|proved seryice to the public, 

One of the new features is a central 
lswitch board in the business office of 
ithe telephone department, The oper- 
ator at this board receives all calls 
for the department and connects the 
inquirer up with the branch desired. 
In the past when the subscribers could 
call up the superintendent direct, he 
was obliged to give much of his time to 
fanswering trival questions and this 
lresulted in a waste. of time delayed 
other more important business. Under 
the new system only those who have 
‘business that requires the attention of 
the superintendent will be connected on 
jto his phone, All other calls will be 
referred direct to the branch of the de- 
/partment for which they are intended, 

Each Change Recorded. 

' The public phone booth In the main 
‘hall upstairs will be removed as three 
booths have been built in the corner of 
the main office. There Is also a spec- 
‘fal directory room now laid out on the 
second floor where all matters in con 

‘nection with the directory will be hand- 
led. Jt will be kept up to date and 
every change daily recorded for the 
‘benefit of subscribers, If the growth 
of the department continues at the pre- 
sent rate it is probable that a new 
issue of the directory will be printed 
‘every three months.

Vienna, Austria, March 16.—The 
second stage of the attempt to unravel 
the alleged extensive Russian espionage 
campalen in Austria was opened today 
by the Ausirian government. Nine 
Russian subjects were placed on trial 
before the provincial court, accused of 
being employed by the Russian general 
staff to ferret out Austrian military 
secrets, especially in regard to Galicia, 
where the ~ Austrian and Russian 
frontiers run side by side. 

The accused are all civilians. They 
include two women, one of whom, Nora 
Baron, is youthful and very attractive, 
and Is alleged to have succeeded in ob- 
taining much information from sus- 
ceptible officers at Lemberg. 

The first stage in the campaign 
against spying in Austria was marked 
by the suicide of Colonel Alfred Redl,

THE MATERIALIZATION OF THE 
GOVERNMENT’S PICTURE. 

Activity on the part of the Edmonton, Dunvegan and 
sritish Columbia, which has already reached Lesser Slave 
Lake with its steel, and of the Canadian Northern Western, 
which has filed its route map all the way to Grand Prairie and 
will be to the Athabasca with its steel within the next sixty, 
or at most ninety, days, indicates that the present is to be a 
very active construction year in the direction of the Peace 
River country, while the Alberta and Great Waterways 1s 
preparing quite as assiduously for a large campaign to the 
north and the Pacific and Great Eastern is commencing con- 
struction from the Willow River crossing, on the main line 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific, toward the Peace River from the 
east. 

With active construction on these extensions already 
assured and actually commenced, and with the probability of 
the other lines which lead out of or will draw their men and 
supplies from Edmonton going forward with their work, the 
prospect for a very active year of railway construction is ex- 
tremely bright, notwithstanding the circumstance that money 
of the railway-bond kind was supposed to have been extremely 
scarce until quite recently. 

Railway construction has contributed very materially to 
Edmonton's prosperity during the past four or five years, 
and it was quite the habit a year or two ago to predict that 
when the transcontinentals were completed to the coast that 
there would be something in the nature of a cessation of 
activity which would have a noticeable effect upon this city. 
But with the Grand Trunk Pacific about to be completed—at 
least as far as the heavy work is concerned—within the next 
thirty days, and with the Canadian Northern already well 
beyond the Albreda summit and certain to be completed before 
November—the engineers say July—the prospects today are 
for greater activity now that the day is approaching when 
they are about to be actuaily completed and in operation than 
eyen in the days when they were in process of building 
through the city itself. 

The fact of the matter is that the main lines are merely 
the backbone of the transportation systems which must be 
built throughout Central and Northern Alberta. © With the 
completion of these main lines the construction of the part 
which is inherently Albertan really commences, and will con: 
tinue until there is a spider-web of radiating lines traversing 
the country to the north, north-east, north-west and south 
in every direction, 

This is the picture which was uppermost in the con- 
structive imagination of the Alberta government when_ it 
guaranteed twenty-five hundred miles of railway in that terri- 
tory nearly iwo years ago, The time for its materialization 
is now arriving. In the interval the opponents of the 
government have been declaring that the policy of the govern- 
ment could not be depended upon to secure the construction 
of the railways. But it is noticeable that there has been less 
of that class of criticism during the past few months than 
there was at one time. The “paper railways” are commenc- 
ing to manifest themselves in elongated creases across the 
map of the province and the head-end men are on the march 
into the farthermost corners of the hinterland which con- 
stitutes the territory tributary to Edmonton. 


WORTH CONSIDERING IN 
STOCK YARDS QUESTION, 

Upon the stockyards question Alderman Sheppard 
argues that the site should not be close to the packing plants. 

Such an argument seems scarcely tenable when it is 
taken into consideration that the packers must be depended 
upon to be the heaviest buyers and for quite some time may 
be almost the only buyers ina municipal stockyards. In fact, 
it seems that first of all it should be absolutely clear that what- 
ever arrangement the city enters into in the matter of stock- 
yards it is an arrangement which the packing companies ex- 
press themselves as being able to do business under. 

A stockyards a mile or two away from the plants could 
not be as satisfactory to the packing companies as one im- 
mediately convenient, and such inconvenience would bring 
disaster to the municipal stockyards as the packing companies 
would quite naturally quote higher for live stock delivered

Birthday of a Pair of 
Great Baseball Players, ; 

In the calander of baseball today 
sticks out as the birth anniversary of 
two of the greatest stars in diamond 
history. Jeremiah Denny, the greatest 
third-sacker ever 28 any old-time fan 
will tell you, was born In New York 
65 years ago today, and Cijde Milan, 
greatest cf oucfielders and one of the 
best of base-runners, arrived in this 
e@blate spheroid at Linden, Tenn., 28 
years ago today. 

Jerry Denny played his Jast game 
with a big league 20 years ago, and 
made his farewell appearance on a 
minor circult club ten yeacs ago. He 
made his professional debut with Pro- 
vidence, then in the National league, 
in 1881, and soon developed into a phe- 
nomenal third-baseman. He covered 
third for Providence in the first world's 
series, played in 1884 between the 
Rhode Island city, winner of the Na- 
tional league pennant, and New York 
leader’ in the American association. 
Providence won all three contests and 
the first world’s flag. When Providence 
was dropped from the National league 
at the close of the 1855 season, Denny 
went to St. Louis. The Mound City 
club lasted only a year, and Denny 
then went to Indianapolis, The Hoosier 
capital resigned its membership in the 
old major league in 1888. After that 
he was with New York a couple of 
seasons, with Cleveland one year, and 
finished his major league career with 
Louisville In 1884. For ten years more 
he was affiliated with baseball, play- 
ing with minor league clubs. He helped 
Jim O'Rourke and B. W. Porter organ- 
ize the Connecticut league, now the 
Eastern Association, in 1902. During 
his nearly a quarter of a century in 
baseball Denny never wore a glce, but 
he was a wonder at stopping them with 
his “meat” hand. After qui.ting the 
diamond ‘Jerry opened a hotel in 
Bridgeport.

The Spokane boys may have amateur 
cards that can be used in British Col- 
umbia, but those same cards will not 
enter them in Alberta amateur sports, 
and-as for the iocal boys possessing the 
necessary cards, it is doubtful, and it 
is well known that each and every one 
of them were to recelve money for their 
services . + not that they can be 
blamed for taking the money . . . not 
at all, but the idea of calling the bouts 
“amateur,” is an insult to the word. 

To the boxers, all good luck . . . but 
they should be careful next time to 
look into the merits of the bouts ac- 
cording to the law, and also if they 
wish to enter genuine sports, take the 
necessary precaution to get their card 
and sanction.
